When  potash  is  lacking, 
stems  are  apt  to  be  weak  and  brittle.  Potash  enables  the  plant  to 
produce  sugar  and  starch,  and  helps  to  plump  and  fill  the  grain.  It 
is  also  necessary  in  developing  the  fleshy  parts  of  fruit.
